Wholesale slashes 
in county budget 
claim court project

County reporter 
County supervisors continued Wednesday to make wholesale slashes in a proposed 
county budget that topped the $l(XVmillk>n mark for the first time in county history. 
Designation of Lompoc as the site of a 
municipal court, which is a state 
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a 
legislative matter, survived the penny 
pinching onslaught. 
But a $450,000 
Lompoc court expansion proposal slated 
the court promotion as well as provide 
extra county office space, was canceled 
for the time being. 
The supervisors also voted to cut 
$150,000 from the recommended $2.6 
million Santa Barbara General Hospital 
budget, and indicated they may return 
the $1.3 million recommended Santa 
Maria Hospital budget for review later 
for a possible cut. 
The 
board 
also 
made decisions 
Wednesday to cut out more than $46,000 
from recommended county municipal 
and justice court budgets, and hinted 
that there could be a possible cut in the 
$12,000 salaries of one or more of the 
justice court judges. 
There were rumblings some of the 
justice court judges are busy only for an 
hour or two one day a week, except for 
the Lompoc justice court, which is 
exceptionally busy and is slated to go to 
municipal court status early next year. 
Meanwhile, the board, in voting to 
defer the proposed $450,000 Lompoc 
court expansion project, has left $1 for 
the project as a line item in the budget 
should there be decision to fund it later. 
The supervisors have approved the 
recommended budgets for the Lompoc 
justice court for the first six months of 
the new fiscal year and for a municipal 
court the last six months of the 1975-76 
fiscal year. 
Pending legislation in Sacramento, 
which observers expect to pass without 
difficulty, will bring a municipal court 
to Lompoc beginning in January, 1976, 
when the second half of the 1975-76 fiscal 
year will begin. 
The 
already 
approved 
Lompoc 
Municipal Court budget will cover 
operating costs such as additional pay 
for a Municipal Court Judge. But the 
local court and other county officials 
will have to wait longer before the 
proposed half million dollar court 
expansion project gets under way here. 


Board chairman Francis H. Beattie of 
Lompoc predicted more major slashes 
in budgets that will come before the 
board Friday. 
The major budget still left is the 
recommended 
$4.2 
million 
Fire 
Department budget, which included 195 
recommended positions, one above the 
current year. The county can release 
impounded funds totaling $247,000 to 
sign up an additional 17 firemen to allow 
the county to lessen hours of firemen 
this year and next. 
Beattie said the board will meet at 2 
p.m. Thursday in the board's conference 
room to review various budgets, and 
then plunge into full-scale review of the 
remaining budgets Friday. 


It was not indicated when the board 
would adopt the 1975-76 budget, but there 
are indications that the budget when 
adopted would be slashed between $3 
million and $4 million to aid in averting 
a major property tax hike as was 
threatened. 
The county may have to provide in the 
1975-76 budget for an additional $1- 
m ill ion or more in tax funds to meet 
extra pay for county employes won as a 
result of the week-long strike of county 
firemen and service union workers. 
The $100-million budget approved 
preliminarily by the supervisors had 
contained no provision for a pay 
increase, and didn’t anticipate a 5 per 
cent boost along with other extra 
benefits won by the striking unions and 
other employe groups. Some 3,000 
employes will figure in the general pay 
boosts. 
Paid dental plans, reclassification of 
hospital workers, shorter hours for 
firemen 
and other fringe benefits 
emerging 
from 
the 
walkouts 
and 
negotiations all might add up to more 
than $1 million package, despite the fact 
that pay raises will be delayed for both 
service union and firemen's union 
members who walked out. 
Republicans boycott 
House CIA probe panel

Three 
Republicans boycotted the first meeting 
of a House subcommittee investigating 
the Central Intelligence Agency today, 
thereby 
postponing 
CIA 
director 
William 
E. 
Colby’s 
first 
public 
testimony on the agency. 
The boycott came after Rep. Lucien 
N. 
Nedzi, 
D-Mich., 
resigned 
as 
chairman of the full committee on 
intelligence Wednesday night in a 
jurisdictional dispute over the subcom­ 
mittee. 
Subcommittee 
chairman James V. 
Stanton, D-Ohio, apologized to Colby 
after he had waited 30 minutes for the 
hearing to begin and asked him to keep 
himself 
ready 
to testify on CIA 
operations since he took over as director 
in 1973. 
Colby today declined to turn over 
sensitive documents which he brought 
with him to the hearing because of 
inadequate security arrangements with 
the committee. Stanton promised to 


reach an agreement on security next 
week 
“After all, crimes should never be 
secrets,’’ 
said 
a 
statement which 
Stanton had prepared to deliver to the 
subcommittee. “For too long, America 
has stood for too much that is good to let 
the misdeeds of a few destroy what we 
have.” 
Stanton said earlier today he knew of a 
successful CIA foreign assassination, an 
area of investigation not covered by the 
recent Rockefeller Commission report. 
Colby has testified several times in 
private about the CIA but today was to 
have been his first session in public. The 
postponement followed by two days the 
public 
release of 
the 
Rockefeller 
Commission’s report on the CIA. 
Nedzi opponents had charged he never 
called for an investigation of the CIA 
despite previously receiving informa­ 
tion that the agency broke rules against 
domestic spying and other activities. 


Progress in 
Rabin talks 
announced 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Fovd held a final round of talks with 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
today and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger 
called 
the 
meeting 
“a 
considerable step forward” in the latest 
search for Middle East peace. 
“We view them in a positive manner,” 
Kissinger told a news conference. But he 
said Ford and Rabin did not go into fine 
details on any concessions the Israelis 
and Egyptians might make toward each 
other in the Sinai Desert. 
Kissinger said there is a chance for 
resumption 
of 
Egyptian-Israeli 
negotiations but no final decision has 
been made. 
“I do believe the meetings that just 
concluded marked a considerable step 
forward,” said Kissinger. 
He said Ford and Rabin had discussed 
military aid for Israel but gave no 
details except to say that “such aid has 
never been in question” — only the 
extent of new military help requested by 
the Israelis. 
Kissinger said U.S. officials will 
continue talking with other Mideast 
leaders following Ford’s meetings with 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat in 
Austria and Rabin. 
“We have told both sides that if an 
interim agreement is to be reached both 
sides 
must modify” 
their 
stands, 
Kissinger said. 
He said a recent statement by the 
Israel parliament that it was willing to 
make some concessions if Egypt would 
also do so, was an indication that the two 
may be coming closer together 
But he said again that he did not plan 
to resume a Mideast peace shuttle 
unless there was a concrete indication 
that Israel and Egypt were ready for at 
least an interim peace agreement. 
Malpractice 
bill advances 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Medical 
malpractice 
insurance 
carriers 
in 
California would have to publicly justify 
the need for such premium increases 
under 
legislation 
approved 
by 
an 
Assembly committee. 
The measure (AB28) by Assemblyman 
Kenneth Maddey, R-Firebaugh, was one 
of the first measures in the Assembly to 
win committee approval during a 
special session on malpractice problems 
called by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
May 16. 
It passed the Finance and Insurance 
Committee Wednesday on an 8-1 vote 
and was sent to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 
At the same time the Senate Insurance 
Committee approved on a 5-0 vote a 
measure (ACR 83) by Assemblyman 
Bob Wilson, D-La Mesa, directing the 
state auditor general to investigate the 
rate structures of companies carrying 
malpractice insurance. The measure 
goes to the Senate floor. 
Under

measure, 
malpractice insurance carriers would 
be subjected to a public hearing before 
the state insurance commissioner to 
petition for rate increases. Companies 
wishing to discontinue issuing medical 
malpractice policies also would have to 
seek state permission. The insurance 
commissioner would make the final 
determinations.

Higher liquor taxes 
to treat alcoholism 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Senate 
Wednesday night passed a bill providing 
a $40 million increase in liquor taxes to 
finance expanded programs to combat 
alcoholism. 
The measure (SB204) by Sen. Arlen 
Gregorio, D-San Mateo, was sent to the 
Assembly on a 26-9 vote despite the 
contention of several senators that such 
programs should be financed by all 
taxpayers and not just the liquor 
industry. 
The proposal, opposed by the liquor, 
beer and wine industries, would increase 
the excise tax on a fifth of wine by 2 
cents, a six-pack of beer by 2 cents and a 
quart of hard liquor by 7 cents. The 
increase would take effect on July 1, 
1976.

So 
commonplace are the places for casual or habitual imbiding or the purchase of 
alcoholic beverages that they are accepted as part of the social landscape 
Problem drinking:a dilemma 
woven into our social fabric

(Editor’s Note: This is the first in a series of articles 
dealing with alcoholism in the Lompoc Valley). 
In 1974 Lompoc police made a total of 789 arrests. Over 
200 were made for driving while intoxicated (DWI) — 200 
adults and six juveniles. Roughly 100 people were 
arrested for being drunk in public. Twenty juveniles 
were arrested for liquor offenses. 
Of 789 arrests in 1974, 321 were directly attributable to 
alcohol. 
"Most alcoholics, well over 90 per cent, are working 
people with children,” says Dr. Drexel Sheahan, 
alcoholism program administrator for Santa Barbara 
County Mental Health. “They have a considerable 
investment in society and society has a considerable 
investment in them.” 
The National Council on Alcoholism states that less 
than five per cent of all alcoholics are found on Skid Row. 
NCA sources also state that while some 100 million 
people over the age of 15 in this country drink, and 
estimated nine million of these are “alcoholics.” 
Lieutenant Robert Hebert of the Lompoc Police 
Department feels that the majority of local alcohol 
arrests made are not of alcoholics. 
“Most people in this community drink,” says Don 
Slaight of Lompoc’s detox-recovery facility. “ But not 
everyone who drinks has a drinking problem. Who’s to 
say who is an alcoholic and who isn’t?” 
Under section 23102 of the California Vehicle Code, it is 
illegal to drive while under the influence. Most DWI’s are 
jailed until they are sober, according to Hebert 
Generally, if they are a resident of the tri-county area, 
a fairly stable person and it is only a first, second or 
maybe third offense, no bail is posted, he said. They are 
released, given a citation and a notice to appear in court. 
You need only have one tenth of a per cent, by weight, 
of alcohol in your blood to qualify for a DWI. For an 
average person of, say, 150 pounds, this might mean he 
has had three or four mixed drinks in the hour 
immediately preceding his arrest. 
If you refuse to take a blood, breath or urine test when 
arrested, you will have your license revoked by the 
Department of Motor Vehicles for six months — another 
section of the California Vehicle Code known as the 
implied consent law 
“Not everyone who drinks and drives gets caught,” 
said Hebert. “But I’ll say this If they continue to drink 
and drive, they will be caught." 
Lompoc’s justice court heard 4,995 cases during the 
1973-74 fiscal year. Of these, 375 were DWI’s Court 
records presently show an average 30 DWI’s per month. 
For a first conviction, a DWI receives a jail term from 
two days to six months or a fine from $250 to $500. 
Usually he is given a 30-day suspended sentence if he 
pays a fine of $375, according to Judge Terrill Cox. 
Under section 13352 of the vehicle code, he may also lose 
his driver’s license for six months. 
For a second conviction under section 23102, he is 
sentenced to the county jail for two days to one year and 
fined from $250 to $1,000, if the second conviction comes 
within five years of the first. He is put on probation and 
his license is revoked for one year. 
If it sounds stiff, one might keep in mind that 50 per 
cent of all fatal accidents occurring on the roads today 
involve alcohol, according to NCA statistics. 
For the first conviction, the court may order a pre- 
sentence investigation by the probation department to 


determine if a person might be helped by any type of 
treatment available 
For a second conviction, law 
requires that a pre-sentence investigation be made 
Lompoc’s probation department has four adult 
probation officers and four juvenile probation officers. 
Each adult officer averages 140 ongoing cases at a time, 
according to Ed Lewis, supervising probation officer 
Each juvenile officer averages 60 ongoing cases at a 
time. 
Of roughly 560 adult cases, 25 to 30 per cent are alcohol 
related, says Lewis; of some 240 juvenile cases, 10 to 15 
per cent are alcohol related 
Adults are either summarily placed on probation by 
court order or are referred to the probation department 
by the court for a pre-sentence investigation 
In the latter instance, the probation department 
initiates a complete social investigation which includes a 
written and oral explanation of the incident by the 
convicted person, among other things. The investigation 
usually takes three weeks, according to Lewis. Probation 
then makes a report to the court giving their suggestions. 
The court makes a sentence with the report in mind 
Juveniles are referred to the probation department by 
the police department and the schools. After a 
conference with the minor and his parents, probation 
may simply give a warning. Or they might place the 
minor on informal probation for no longer than six 
months (needs no court order). Only if the case is 
extremely serious will they file a juvenile court petition 
In dealing with an alcohol problem Lewis said, 
We 
use any and all programs accessible to us by public and 
private agencies, as well as our own, to assist a person in 
trying to find what their problem is and how they might 
best deal with it.” 
This includes referrals to Mental Health, Farm House, 
Alcoholics Anonymous, the Vandenberg substance abuse 
program, the local traffic school and Santa Maria and 
Santa Barbara DUIL schools (driving under the influence 
of liquor). 
“We handle a majority of the cases here, said Lewis, 
“ but there are other agencies available which have been 
set up for a specific type of problem, like Detox (Farm 
House), and would be of more help 
Most of the alcohol problem cases they see, according 
to Lewis, are DWI’s, since those picked up for public 
drunkenness are taken to Detox. 
Traditionally, 
someone 
arrested 
for 
public 
drunkenness was jailed and booked under section 647F of 
the California Penal Code for common drunkenness 
For the first few offenses he payed maybe $35 in bail 
and left after sobering up. If he couldn’t pay, he went to 
court where the judge would give him credit for time 
spent in jail. He might spend two or three days. 
After numerous offenses, he would be sent to the coun­ 
ty jail for a longer sentence. This would give him a 
chance to eat and pick himself up, said Hebert 
Occasionally the police would pick a person up for public 
drunkenness and take him home. 
Lompoc no longer operates under this traditional 
system 
Under section 647ff of the penal code, persons now 
arrested for common drunkenness are taken to the Farm 
House Detox and Recovery facility where they have a 
chance to dry out under medical supervision The Farm 
House, under contract with Santa Barbara County 
Mental Health, is a legal alternative to jail and court 
action

NEW DELHI (UPI) — Prime Minister Indira Gandhi was 
convicted today of violating India’s election laws —a 
surprise ruling that could cost her the leadership of her 600 
million countrymen. 
The Allahabad High Court found the 58-year-old prime 
minister guilty of two election violations during the 1971 
campaign in her home state — Uttar Pradesh. 
Justice J.J.I. Sinha ruled that Mrs. Gandhi illegally used 
her personal secretary to campaign for her and government 
officials to arrange election meetings. 
But the judge cleared her of charges she bribed voters 
with gifts, provided free transportation to polling stations 
and spent more than the legal $5,000 in campaign 
expenditures. 
Mrs. Gandhi’s lawyers promptly asked for a stay of the 
order pending an appeal to the Indian Supreme Court in New 
Delhi. The judge granted a 20-day stay, letting her remain in 


power 
The conviction, if upheld, would automatically strip Mrs 
Gandhi of her seat in parliament and bar her from bolding 
public office for the next six years. 
The stunning decision in Allahabad, Mrs Gandhi s birth­ 
place 400 miles southeast of New Delhi, climaxed the first 
trial of a prime minister in India’s 27 years of independence 
Mrs. Gandhi, daughter of the late Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru, appeared in person before the court last 
March in a dramatic attempt to save her political life. 
Her election in Rae Bareli, her home district in Uttar 
Pradesh, was challenged in court four years ago by Socialist 
leader Raj Narain, the main rival in the 1971 balloting 
The prime minister, riding a crest of popularity in the 
wake of India’s 1970 war victory over Pakistan, defeated 
Narain bv 111.000 votes -a n overwhelming 2-to-l majority.

New census to produce 
cash for county, cities 


County supervisors have been informed by Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson that preliminary estimates indicate 
the county will realize new additional revenues of $159,409 and the 
five cities may realize as much as $131,766 among them through a 
special census which could be conducted in October of this year 


Johnson is recommending the board follow up on its prior 
authorization of a gross appropriation of $125,702 in the 1975-76 
county budget for a special census by taking action on a county 
ordinance to expedite the census. 


He also told the board he has forwarded proposed contracts for 
the 1975 special census to the five cities, requesting completion 
within 21 days. 


Board chairman Francis H. Beattie would be authorized to sign 
return contracts upon receipt of all five from the cities. 


Object of the census is to record all population growth so as to 
increase motor vehicle m-lieu receipts from the State Department 
of Finance, according to Johnson. He said the census would also 
provide current planning data in the five-year period 1976-1980 


The contract with the cities would provide: 111 the census be 
conducted in October, 1976, (2) each city reimburse the county 
one-half of their estimated prorated share of the census cost in 
1975-76; (3i each city have individual options in determining 
census questions within city boundaries; (4) each city reimburse 
the 
county 
its 
reamining 
one-half 
share 
in 
1980, 
upon 
determination that each city has realized greater revenues than if 
no census was taken; (5» should any city not realize even one-half 
of its cost, the county will reimburse such city, and (6) the overall 
coordination of the census be undertaken by the County Planning 
Director or his designate. 


Board cuts health budget 


County supervisors have cut $50,000 from the proposed $1.4 
million County Health Department budget and approved a Mental 
Health Services budget at $4.9 million, noting that it is funded 
some 90 per cent by state and federal revenues. 


Going into their second week of hearings of the proposed budget 
exceeding $100-million, the board also approved a Transportation 
Department budget of more than $4.6 million. 


Due to a drop in state revenues, the budget is $340,000 lower this 
year than last. State funding accounts for most of the budgetary 
items. 


Meanwhile, Sheriff John W. Carpenter indicated he will make 
every effort to brihg about cuts in his department and detention 
facilities budget which will avert the closing of the county’s work 
furlough program 


Supervisors gave the sheriff the option of cutting out programs 
himself in telling him to reduce his budgets by $200,000 


The sheriff’s twin budgets totaling over $7-million contain 
provision for a full year funding for 17 additional deputy sheriffs. 
These positions were deleted from the budget last year

Over elusive energy program 
Ford/ House leaders huddle 


WASHINGTON <UPI> - President Ford, meeting with House 
leaders following a defeat of Democratic plan to hike gasoline 
taxes, told them today they should realize enactment of a national 
energy program is of “great urgency” for Americans. 
Ford summoned the leaders of both parties following Wed 
nesday's House vote that not only rejected a gas tax increase but 
also adopted greater import quotas —measures the White House 
believes damage the President’s drive to make America 
independent of foreign petroleum suppliers by 1965 
In the 65-minute Cabinet room meeting 
“the President 
expressed his firm determination that the nation must have a 
comprehensive program,” White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said. 
“The American people should realize this is national issue of 
great urgency,” Nessen quoted Ford as saying. 
Ford restated his energy goals: reducing oil imports by 2 
million barrels a day by the end of 1977; national energy self- 
sufficiency by 1965 and “fairness” for all. 
"In order to achieve these goals, the nation s energy program 
must provide both meaningful energy conservation and increased 
domestic supplies,” Nessen said the President told the leaders 
Participants at today’s meeting included House Speaker Carl 
Albert, Democratic leader Thomas “Tip” O’Neill and Chairman 
A1 Ullman of the Ways and Means Committee Republicans 
included Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller and House GOP 
leader John J. Rhodes. 
Ullman, who is chief author of the legislation, said after the vote 
that what is left of the bill might still comprise “the centerpiece 
for an energy concept. ” 
Ford had been planning to devote his post-breakfast time solely 
to preparing for his second Oval Office conferencee in two days 
with visting Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, but judged the 
need for discussion on energy so vital that he scheduled the 
congressional meeting. 
His aides minced no words in describing White House disap­ 
pointment with the House vote Wednesday. 


Some used even less parliamentary language than 
fluff and 
marshmallow” They said they believed the public would accept 
the tougher measures supported by Ford and Ullman, which they 
said were designed to forestall American sliding into a long term 
energy crisis. 
The House decided on a 90-to-87 vote to erase the tax from the 
energy bill, ignoring pleas from its leadership for the measure and 
listening instead to a four-term member from Arkansas who said 
people just aren’t ready for a higher gasoline tax. 
Rep Bill Alexander, D-Ark., made the motion to delete He said 
"I cannot vote for a proposal that takes the money out of the hides 
of the rural people of this country .” 
He said they have no mass transit to fall back on when driving a 
car gets too expensive. 
The gasoline tax had been a focal point of Democratic energy 
proposals since last winter when Ford outlined his own energy 
program. Ford’s program is based on an oil tariff and other 
measures designed to raise the cost of all fuels made from oil. 
Ullman had called the gasoline tax “an absolute necessity for an 
energy policy.” 
.

But he told reporters after the vote that the bill s other 
provisions —quotas on imported oil, taxes on business use of fuels, 
tax breaks for conservation, taxes on fuel-inefficient cars —can be 
“the centerpiece for an energy concept ... Even without the 
gasoline tax .. we have still got a viable program.” 
The tax, as originally proposed, would have raised gasoline 
taxes by an amount up to 23 cents a gallon by 1977, depending on 
levels of consumption That could have meant $1 a gallon gasoline 
Administration officials have said prices might go to 70 cents a 
gallon under Ford’s proposals and Arab oil price increases. 
House Democratic Leader Thomas P. 0 Neill Jr., D-Mass., had 
pleaded with the House, “The only way you are going to have an 
energy change is by a tax on gasoline. ” 
Senate Democrats could press a gasoline tax increase proposal 
of their own, but they have appeared less interested in the idea 
than their colleagues in the House 
Rent-a-car monopoly charged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
today accused the country’s 
three biggest car renters — 
Hertz, Avis and National —of 
monopolizing the airport car 
rental business, causing con­ 
sumers to pay substantially 
higher prices as a result. 
An antitrust complaint issued 
by the agency said the three 
firms had fixed prices, entered 
into a conspiracy to keep 
potential competitors out of 
airports, 
harassed 
smaller 
competitors and made deals 
with 
the 
big 
three 
auto 
companies 
for 
advertising 
payoffs which helped shore up 
their monopolies. 
The three companies had 
combined operating revenues 
of $1.16 billion during 1973, the 
FTC said. During that same 
year they controlled 96 per cent 
of the nation’s at-the-airport 
rent-a-car business. 


Hertz is owned by RCA 
Corp., and is the nation’s 
largest car renter. The second 
largest in the field is Avis, 
which until recently was owned 
by International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corp. National is a 
wholly owned subsidiary of 
Household Finance Corp. 
“We are shocked at the broad 
charges,” said National Car 
Rental President J.W. James 
in reply to the FTC complaint 
He denied any wrongdoing and 
said National will “vigorously 
oppose” the charges. 
Spokesmen for Hertz and 
Avis said they had not yet fully 
analyzed the complaint. Hertz 
said its management had no 
knowledge of violations and “if 
they exist, they are completely 
contrary to Hertz policy and 
unauthorized.” 
Since at least 1968, the 
complaint said, the companies 


have rigged a noncompetitive 
market structure “by employ­ 
ing national coordinated pro­ 
grams.” 
They conspired with each 
other to submit the same types 
of bids to airports seeking car 
rental franchises, it said By so 
doing, the complaint further 
alleged, they set the standards 
for contracts which prevented 
other firms from getting into 
the business. 
They were also accused of 
“conspiring, combining and 
agreeing amongst themselves 
and with and through their 
franchises to fix and stabilize 
prices for automobile rentals at 
rental service locations.” 
As a result, it said, “Ameri­ 
can 
consumers 
have 
been 
forced to pay substantially 
higher prices for the rental of 
passenger automobiles than 
they would have had to pay ’ ’ 


Another result of the situa­ 
tion, the complaint said, is that 
there are now fewer car rental 
services available at airports 
than would otherwise have 
been the case. 


The complaint also said the 
firms entered into “anticom­ 
petitive 
arrangements 
with 
Ford Motor Co., Chrysler Corp. 
and General Motors Corp., for 
advertising 
subsidies 
which 
have the effect of increasing 
barriers to entry and maintain­ 
ing and reinforcing the afore­ 
said noncompetitive market 
structure.” 
The three companies were 
ordered to appear at a hearing 
on the charges on July 30. The 
complaint did not specifynwhat 
the FTC was seeking to correct 
in the situation, except to say 
that it would order whatever 
was appropriate to remedy the 
alleged abuses 


Britain 
pumps North 
Sea oil 


LONDON (UPI) - Britain 
has begun pumping oil from the 
North Sea after a year of 
frustrating delays, taking the 
first step toward self-sufficien­ 
cy in fuel. 
Oil workers opened the valve 
on a flat-topped rig off the 
Scottish coast at noon Wednes­ 
day 
and 
petroleum 
began 
surging up from the seabed into 
a tanker moored nearby 
By the end of the day, the 
American-based 
consortium 
running the operation pumped 
2,000 tons of oil out of the 
Argyll Field. 225 miles east of 
Edinburgh, 
brightening 
the 
prospects of Britain’s troubled 
economy. 
Oil experts predicted that 
Britain would pump 130 million 
tons a year from the North Sea 
by 1980, enough to turn the 
nation from an importer into an 
exporter of fuel. 
The first British shipload of 
North Sea oil was scheduled to 
arrive at a refinery in the 
Thames Estuary in five days 
Two weeks later, North Sea 
gasoline will go on sale at 
filling 
stations around the 
country. 
The first flow of “black gold 
from Britain’s sector in the 
North Sea came 11 months 
after British officials predicted 
the pumping would begin 
Unexpected delays in station­ 
ing giant rigs in the often 
turbulent North Sea coupled 
with fierce winter storms and a 
shortage of equipment had set 
the timetable back.

from the 
Norwegian 
sector of the North Sea began 
to flow in 1971.

Killer bees may Invade U.S.A. 


RIO DE JANEIRO (UPI) - 
Millions of African killer bees 
with nasty tempers are steadily 
advancing northward across 
the South American continent 
and threaten to invade North 
America in the near future 
They already have killed 
about 200 human beings and 
thousands of animals. 
Some insecticides can kill 
them, but the African bees are 
immune 
to 
any 
kind 
of 
geographical or weather barri­ 
er and are capable of nesting 
almost anywhere. They have 
spread throughout Brazil, Ar­ 
gentina, Bolivia, and as far 
north as French Guiana. 
And they are headed relent­ 
lessly 
toward 
the 
United 
States 
“Traveling at about 200 miles 
a year, they should reach 
Mexico 
and 
the 
Southern 
United States within the next 
seven or 10 years,” an official 
of the Brazilian Agriculture 
Ministry said. 
According to the official, the 
first human death attributed to 


the African bees was reported 
in 1965, nine years after they 
were first imported to Brazil. 
The official said that “since 
1965, about 200 persons have 
died as a result of attacks from 
African bees and we still 
continue to receive reports of 
more victims, especially in the 
north and northeastern parts of 
the country.” 
He said thousands of animals 
including cattle also have been 
killed by bees. 
It started in 
1956 when 
genetics professor Warwick 
Estevao Kerr of the School of 
Medicine of Ribeirao Preto, 
Sao Paulo, went to Africa to 
select the best specimens of 
African bees. 
The aggressive African bees 
are harder workers and pro­ 
duce 25 to 100 per cent more 
honey 
than 
the 
domestic 
strains 
originally 
imported 
from Europe. 
Kerr’s idea was to produce a 
hybrid which would be as 
gentle as the domestic variety 
but produce as much as honey 


as the African specimens. 
In 1957, someone accidentally 
removed the screening around 
the experimental colony and 
allowed 26 African queen bees 
to escape. They interbred with 
other specimens and produced 
a echnically hybrid bee —but 
one just as fierce as the African 
strain. 
The new strain, known as the 
“Brazilian bee” but still re­ 
ferred to as the African bee, 
rapidly multiplied throughout 
the country. 
According to Kerr, what 
makes the bees so dangerous is 
not their venom —no more 
potent than other specimens — 
but the fact they are among the 
most irritable bees known to 
man and they attack in huge 
numbers. 
A study, prepared by the 
Agriculture Ministry, shows 
that, once provoked, an African 
bee will sting a person or 
animal an average of 60 times 
per minute in a nonstop attack 
that can last up to two hours. 
Three hundred stings from an 


African bee are sufficient to 
kill a human being. 
The study says the bees go 
for the victim’s neck and face, 
killing 
him 
either 
by 
suffocation 
or 
with 
large 
amounts of venom. 
They are easily aroused by 
noise or any other kind of 
vibration, the smell of alcohol 
which they can easily detect on 
a person, and by anything 
colored black. 
The African bee strongly 
resembles the American varie­ 
ty. It is slightly smaller but has 
the same yellowish furry body 
with light and dark stripes 
encircling its abdomen. 
If a victim is able to, he 
should get an injection of 
calcium or adrenalin to coun­ 
teract the venom, according to 
Kerr. 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 
Efforts to free two American 
students and a Dutch woman 
held 
hostage 
by 
left-wing 
guerrillas in Zaire are making 
progress and have reached a 
delicate stage, an intermediary 
said today. 
“Things 
have 
started 
to 
move and they are currently in 
a delicate stage,” Prof. Peter 
Steiner said “I don’t want to 
say any more for fear of 
jeopardizing the lives of the 
hostages.” 
He reported that as of a few 
days ago the kidnap victims 
were still “ alive and well” in 
their jungle hideout in Zaire, 
which neighbors Burundi in 
central Africa. 
Steiner, an economics profes­ 
sor from the University of 
Michigan currently working in 
Nairobi, 
returned 
to 
the 
Kenyan capital today from 
Burundi where he had been 
trying for nearly two weeks to 
contact the rebels holding the 
students. 
He would not confirm that he 
had actually met any guerrilla 
representatives, but Western 
diplomatic sources said things 
were 
“ moving 
toward 
a 
c o n t a c t 
a r r a n g e m e n t ” 
whereby a third person would 
probably act as go-between for 
Steiner and the rebels. 


Steiner said the guerrillas 
decided to release a fourth 
hostage, Barbara B Smuts, 24, 
of Ann Arbor, Mich., to carry 
back ransom demands because 
she was sick. 
After receiving dental care 
here, Steiner was expected to 
fly back either to Burundi or to 
the Tanzanian town of Kigoma 
to carry on his mission. 


Kigoma, on the shores of 
Lake Tanganyika in Western 
Tanzania was the nearest town 
to a wildlife research center 
from 
which 
the 
guerrillas 
snatched their hostages more 
than three weeks ago in a 
nighttime raid 
They paddled their victims 
back across the 25-mile wide 
lake into a heavily armed 
hideout where the hostages, 
Carrie Jane Hunter, 21, of 
Atherton, Calif., Kenneth S. 
Smith, 22, of Garden Grove. 


Calif, and Emilie Bergman of 
Holland, apparently still were 
being held.

Peoples

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Sexual revolution hits Russia 


MOSCOW 
(UPI) 
- The 
Soviet Union, once a citadel of 
puritan virtue, is undergoing a 
sexual revolution. 
Premarital sex, out-of-wed­ 
lock children, extra-marital 
affairs, 
common 
law 
marriages and divorces are 
becoming an increasing part of 
Soviet life. 
These are the conclusions of 
a survey published Wednesday 
by the monthly journal Nash 
Sovremennik, a potpourri of 
literature 
and 
weighty 
sociological articles. 
The findings aren’t much of a 
revelation to Soviet citizens, 
but such a frank discussion of 
sexual permissiveness is a 
rarity 
in 
the 
government- 
controlled Soviet press. 
The magazine said a survey 
of Leningrad students showed 
53 per cent of the men 
interviewed engaged in sex 
before the age of 18. Women 
started later, but 65 per cent 
said they began premarital sex 
lives before the age of 21.

A survey of sex attitudes 
among students and scientific 
workers in Leningrad showed 
an overwhelming majority of 
men 
and 
women 
favored 
premarital sex. About 15 per 
cent were opposed and 15 per 
cent said they were “indif­ 
ferent.” 
“The conclusion of a legal 
marriage has stopped being the 
condition of sexual life,” the 
magazine said. 
The survey reported that a 
majority of married women in 
Leningrad said they no longer 
love their husbands and they 
favored extra-marital love af­ 
fairs as a solution. 
The magazine also cited a 
large increase in the number of 
illegitimate births. Illegitimate 


births are running at 400,000 out 
of a total of 4 million births 
each year. 
In the town of Perm in the 
Ural mountains, one out of 
every three children is il­ 
legitimate, the magazine said. 
The result of sexual permis­ 
siveness, according to the 
magazine, is a sharp rise in 
divorce with adultery cited as a 
major reason for the breakups. 
The magazine said one third 
of all divorces in the Soviet 
Union occur in marriages less 
than a year old. One sixth 
happen in marriages less than 
90 days old. 
The article said the changing 
sexual 
standards 
are 
increasing family instability in 
the Soviet Union and leading to 
a declining birth rate.

Hale is executive secretary 
of the Federal Metal and 
NonmeUllic Mine Safety Board 
of 
Review, 
a 
government 
agency activated in 1971 to hear 
appeals 
on 
non-coal 
mine 
cloaires. 
No such appeals have ever 
been made, and Hale acknowl­ 
edges spending most of his 
time listening to Beethoven 
records and drinking coffee. 
He told the Senate Govern­ 
ment Operations Committee 
that “ about $200,000” has been 
spent by the board so far, 
mostly on salaries, and the first 
case is yet to be heard. 
“ 1 don’t think you have any 
choice 
but 
to 
abolish 
the 
board,” Hale told the commit­ 
tee. “ I want you to do it as 
quickly as you can.” 
Sen. Charles Percy, R-IIL, 
author of a bill to abolish the 
board, called Hale’s attitude 
“ refreshing” and said he would 
be a good person for another 
government job. 
“ Well, I’ll cerUinly have to 
look for work,” Hale said. 
Hale noted that the board, at 
its last meeting on Oct. 8,1974, 
in Las Vegas, voted 4 to 1 
against its abolition, although 
its chairman. Dr. Howard L. 
Hartman of Vanderbilt Univer- 


sity, urged such action. 
Hale and his $14.250-a-year 
secretary are the only full-time 
employes, operating out of a 
three-room suite in downtown 
Washington. 


Rep. Ken Hechler, D-W.Va ,

m teaspoons baking soda 
1V4 teaspoons salt 
¥4 teaspoon nutmeg 
¥4 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 cup yellow raisins 
V* cup chopped walnuts 


Pour the batter into three buttered one-pound coffee 
cans and place in oven standing up. Bake at 350 degrees 
for an hour and 15 minutes or until a straw from a 
witch’s broom, inserted in the cake, comes out clean. 
Cool the cakes, turn them on their sides and frost with: 
4 oz cream cheese 
3 tablespoons butter 
1 teaspoon lemon juice or vanilla 
¥2 box confectioner’s sugar. 
Sprinkle with chopped walnuts. 


Grandmother’s Cranberry Bread 
2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
1 cup sugar 
1 Vi teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon baking soda 
¥4 cup butter or margarine 
1 egg, beaten 
1 teaspoon grated orange peel 
¥« cup orange juice 
1 Vi cups light raisins 
1 Vi cups fresh or frozen cranberries, chopped 


Sift flour, sugar, baking powder, salt and baking soda 
into a large bowl. Cut in butter until m ature is crumbly 
Add egg, orange peel, and orange juice all at once and 
stir just until mixture is evenly moist. Fold in raisins and 
cranberries. 
Spoon into a greased 9x5x3 inch loaf pan Bake at 350 


degrees for 1 hour and 10 minutes, or until a toothpick 
inserted in center comes out clean. Remove from pan: 
cool on a wire rack. 
If you choose, you may substitute cranberries for the 
raisins to have an all cranberry bread.

Put small slices (2 or 3) of toasted 
French bread in each bowl and cover with grated Swiss 
cheese (lotsof this). 
When soup is heated, pour into bowls and place under 
oven broiler for 2 or 3 minutes until top becomes golden 
brown.

WASHINGTON (U P I) — A government panel 
said today there is "legitimate cause for serious 
concern" that gases from aerosol sprays are 
eating away at the earth's protective oxone 
layer, creating a possible cancer hazard. 
Unless the release of the gases is stopped, it 
said, there could be thousands of additional 
cases of skin cancer around the world each 
year. 
It recommended a ban on Uie use of 
fluorocarbon gases m aerosol spray products 
within three years —even if that means some 
aerosol products will disappear from the 
market 
Fluorocarbons are the propellant gas for 
about 60 per cent of the aerosol products sold in 
the United States. More than 90 per cent of those 
are hair sprays, deodorants and other personal 
care products 


The report is the work of 14 government 
agencies organized into a task force last year 
after scientists first raised the possibility that 
depletion of the ozone layer could allow harmful 
doses of ultraviolet radiation from the sun to 
reach the earth. 
Ozone IS a gas, a molecular cousin of oxygen, 
found in a layer 15 to 30 miles above the Earth’s 
surface, and it filters the amount of ultraviolet 
sunlight reaching the ground. 
The Natural Resources Defense Council, 


which had petitioned the government to ban 
aerosol sprays on the basis of warnings by 
scientists, criticized the report as being too 
weak. 
"The evidence they cite indicates that for 
every year’s delay you’ll have about 2,000 extra 
cases of skin cancer in the United States every 
year,’’ said Thomas Stoel, a lawyer for the 
group. "We think that’s just too big of a risk. 


"We see no reason why Ше federal regulatory 
action shouldn’t be taken right away, with the 
possibility of aborting it if further studies turn 
up something different,” he said. 
The report recommended holding off on the 
start of government regulatkm until next 
spring, when a separate study by the National 
Academy of Sciences is complete. But for the 
moment, it said, its own intensive five-month 
study had concluded : 
"More research is required and will be 
undertaken, but there seems to be legitimate 
cause for serious concern... 
"Moreover, unless new scientific evidence is 
found to remove the cause for concern, it would 
seem 
necessary 
to 
restrict 
uses 
of 
fluorocarbons 11 and 12 to replacement of fluids 
in existing refrigeration and air conditioning 
equipment and to closed recycled systems or 
other uses not 
involving 
release to the 
atmosphere.’’

Air board proposes smog 
controls for motorcycles

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
state Air Resources Board has 
pr(^sed that smog control 
standards be established for 
new motorcycles in California 
starting in 1978. 
"By 1977, motorcycles will 
emit 20 times as much pollution 
as cars will,” said Chairman 
Tom Quinn, himself a motorcy­ 
clist. "This is a rather great 
disparity." 
Rejecting staff advice, the 
board 
Wednesday 
proposed 
that 
1978 
on-highway 
motorcycles sold in California 
be limited to 1.6 grams of 
hydrocarbon 
emissions 
per 
mile. It would be the first time 
motorcycles’ pollution would 
be controlled. 
The proposal will be consid­ 
ered at a July 15 hearing in San 
Francisco. 
The ARB staff had recom­ 
mended that the board wait 
until 
the 
fed eral 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency formally unveils its 
own national pollution control 
standards 
for 
motorcycles, 
probably next month. 
The 
EPA 
probably 
will 
propose that 1978 motorcycle 
emissions be limited to 5 grams 
per mile, the ARB staff said. 
But board members said this 
was not strict enough, particu­ 
larly since four-cycle engines 


would need no refinement to 
meet the standard. Two-cycle 
engines, which use a mixture of 
oil and gas for fuel, u^mld need 
some modifications. 
Quinn said the state standard 
should require a reduction in 
smog emitted from both four 
and two cycle engines. But he 
said the ultimate state limit 
may de more lenient than the 
proposed 1.6 grams per mile 
proposal. 
Currently, there are 665,273 
motorcycles registered in Cali­ 
fornia.

State Senate votes down 
1930s-era fair trade laws 
SACRAMENTO (UPI > - The Senate Wednesday night voted to 
repeal California’s depression-era fair trade laws for everything 
but liquor. 
The measure (SB669) by Sen Dennis E. Carpenter, R-Newport 
Beach, was passed on a 31-7 vote and sent to the Assembly 
The fair trade law allows manufacturers, by contract, to set 
minimum prices below which their products cannot be sold It is 
commonly used for a wide range of merchandise from appliances 
to men’s underwear. 
Opposing the bill was Sen. Jam es Wedworth, D-Hawthorne. who 
said repeal of fair trade laws would mean a growth in huge 


discount firms and reduction in quality products. 
Earlier Wednesday, the Senate Business and Professions 
Committee approved 5-2 and sent to the floor a similar Assembly- 
passed bill (AB1109) by Assemblyman Alister McAlister, D-San 
Jose The committee took the action after rejecting a proposal to 
amend the bill to allow newspapers to control maximum prices 
for home delivery 


State Senate panel 
kills tax measure 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A Senate committee has killed the 
“ Tax Justice Bill of 1975,” a $727 million plan to tax business and 
the wealthy heavier and lighten the burden of others. 
In an unusual twist, the author, Sen. John Dunlap, D-Napa. ended 
up abstaining from voting on his own bill (SB540). 
The bill, among other things, proposed 12 new tax brackets for 
high income Californians earning between $34,000 and $250,000 a 
year, establishment of an oil severance tax and elimination of tax 
preference for capital gains. 
The income would be redistributed to lower income Californians 
with annual income tax credits of up to $150 per person if they 
earned $15,000 a year or less. 
From the outset, it was obvious that Dunlap Wednesday did not 
have the five votes necessary for the Revenue and Taxation 
Committee to approve the bill. 
Sen Nicholas Petris, D-Oakland, moved that the measure to 
recommended for a thorough study between legislative sessions, a 
move that would have had the effect of burying the bill this year 
but keeping it alive as a topic for discussion. 
But Petris was short-circuited by Sen George Deukmejian of 
Long Beach, the Senate Republican leader, who offered at 
substitute motion that the bill be approved 
Deukmejian then voted against it as did five other members of 
the committee. Petris cast the only “ aye” vote and Dunlap 
abstained without comment.

Carew’s the guru of baseball hitters

NEW YORK (U PI) — Other ballplayers perpetually 
would seek out The Master, Ted Williams, looking for 
help with their hitting and after he left there was 
something of a void because they didn't have anybody 
to go to, but now they’ve finally found someone else, 
Rod Carew 


Who'd you think —Jim Mason? 
Owner of four American League batting titles, 
including his last three in a row, and with half a leg up 
on his fifth. Rod Carew is sailing along at an almost 
out-of-svghi .408 clip willingly furnishing hitting tips to 
anyone who asks, friend or foe alike. Key word there 
is ‘ asks.” Carew never volunteers advice. Not 
anymore “ I did once and I got a negative.” says the 
slender Minnesota second baseman 
It happened three seasons back. Carew noticed one 
of his teammates with the Twins pulling his head off 
the ball and generally not being aggressive enough so 
one day he spoke to him about it up at the batting 
cage 


“He looked at me and didn’t want to talk about it,” 
says the Twins’ eight-time All-Star, going on nine 
I 
could tell immediately he wasn’t at all interested in 
anything I could possibly tell him. That was all right 
with me I said fine, and didn't say another word But 
1 thought to myself, okay, if you wanna be a 200 hitter 
all your life, go right ahead. I’ve never volunteered 
any advice again. I figured I’d better keep my mouth 
shut.” 
That doesn’t mean other players don’t come up and 
ask Carew for some help with their hitting. One thing 
about ballplayers: They know a good stroke when they 
see one There is none better than Rod Carew s. 
Playing in a game at Cleveland Tuesday night, he 
was in the field when Ed Crosby, the Indians’ 
shortstop, pulled into second base. Carew recalled 
Crosby had asked him for one of his bats last year to 
put in his den but he couldn’t remember whether he 
had given it to him, 
“Ed, I don’t remember, did I ever give you that 
bat?” Carew asked 
“Sure, you gave it to me, Rod, and I wanna thank 


you for it,” Crosby replied. “Thanks for those hitting 
tips also. They’ve helped me.” 
One of the things Carew had gotten across to Crosby 
was that he wasn’t a home run hitter, he should 
concentrate on hitting the ball on the ground. That’s 
what Carew does. He isn’t a home run hitter either. 
The most he ever hit in one year was eight but he has 
six so far this season and his wife, Marilynn, has 
started calling him "Home Run Baker. ” 
People keep asking Rod Carew if he thinks he can 
hit .400 and he keeps telling them it’s “very difficult” 
because of all the good pitching around. Joe Schultz, 
the Detroit coach, says Carew would hit .500 over in 
the National League where there are more artificial 
infields. The Twins’ second baseman hits the ball 
down pretty much and when he does get it up in the air 
usually it turns out to be a line drive. 
He has always been able to hit ever since he was a 
kid, and most baseball people feel it’s a gift. Rod 
Carew is willing to share some of that gift with anyone 
who asks him about it, but he won’t push it on 
anybody. 
He tried that once, and as he says, he got a negative.

If you have lost trace of the Big 
League scoreboard on nuclear arms, 
here is how things stand The United 
States has nuclear superiority over the 
Soviet Union, but don’t let that fool you; 
each country has the capacity to destroy 
the other no matter which strikes first 
Each can absorb a first strike and then 
retaliate If they hit us first we know 
that we can demolish them, and they 
know that if we hit them first, they can 
pulverize us in 24 hours. That evens 
things out doesn’t it? all balanced and 
shipshape 
Naturally in this situation the military 
brass of both sides want to keep on 
building more bombs because that is the 
way the military mind works; and 
besides that they want to build up the 
size of conventional forces, too. We have 
just ended our military adventure in 
Vietnam so the Defense Department is 
asking $104.7 billions for next year — 
$15.7 billion over last year’s astonishing 
total.

Most of those who spoke from the 
audience favored some form of hot 
lunch program, but Jack Loney did not.

Coal and its environs 


We feel very strongly that there is a lot 
credence in the argument that President 
Ford’s 
recent 
veto of 
strip mining 
legislation will set the whole coal industry 
on its ear, as well as retard advancement 
of a broad national energy policy, possibly 
for years. 
At the crux of the problem is legislation 
passed by the Congress, with the support 
of environmentalists, and vetoed by the 
President, which would have sharply 
cracked down on the carte blanche 
attitude mining companies can now take 
toward the land through which they work. 
Strip mining, quite simply, is the 
removal of top soil so that the miners can 
extract the coal beneath, the results often 
times being mass degradation of the land. 
The legislation proposed would have 
allowed strip mining to continue, and 
would have required that the land be 
returned to roughly its original condition 
when the mining was complete. 
Predictably, the mining companies and 
federal energy agencies pointed to the 
increased costs of doing business in that 
manner, as well as to the numbers of jobs 
which would be effected by the bill. On the 
other hand, proponents of the legislation 
pointed out that while many of the facts 
and figures presented against the bill’s 
passage 
were 
true, 
when 
viewed 
realistically and amortized over the period 
of time required for the law to really 
become effective, the detriments of the 
bill were far outweighed by its attributes. 
The Department of the Interior, a major 
opponent of the law, agreed. And this week 


an attempt by Congress to override the 
veto failed. 
Certainly President Ford took over 
aspects of the situation into account before 
the veto. But what is invariably going to 
happen 
now 
is 
that 
all 
those 
environmentalists, in league with other 
concerned parties who supported the 
Congress-passed bill, will take their fight 
to the courts, in which the coal companies 
could become embroiled for years. And in 
the 
meantime, 
an 
invaluable 
and 
essentially unlimited resource will be lost 
to the whole United States. In addition, 
environmentalists will become the fall 
guys for an act on the part of a non-elected 
President 
in 
disagreement 
with our 
elected representatives. 
Consumers have been found to bear the 
costs of pollution control without too much 
muss or fuss if those controls can be shown 
to be of real benefit. So for legislation 
preventing further pollution to be vetoed 
because of the increased cost which would 
result from its passage is rather short­ 
sighted. Indeed, it is almost as short­ 
sighted as the current push by the 
administration 
to 
ease 
pollution 
restrictions on the use of coal by industry. 
Both attitudes reflect a certain knee-jerk 
reaction to the energy crunch, and, 
ironically, as a result of the court battles 
which are sure to be fought, both attitudes 
will result in a further retardation of 
domestic natural resource development 
which is exactly what the administration 
is trying to avoid by vetoing the bill in the 
first place.

TEHRAN - One of the three or four 
most powerful men in the world is the 
Shah of Iran, who is directing a massive 
exchange of Iran’s oil wealth for the far- 
flung instruments of a modern state. An 
undertaking of extraordinary scope it 
has, by reason of the speed with which it 
is being pushed, extraordinary hazards. 


The Shah 
has the 
advantage of knowing 
just what he wants 
and having as well the 
authority to go after 
it. During his recent 
visit to Washington he 
said 
that 
prices 
charged by the oil pro­ 
ducing and exporting 
c o u n trie s 
OPEC 
would undoubtedly go 
up in September. This 
reflects his intention 
to get all that he can 
from an asset that, 
as he has said in the past, has a life of 
perhaps 20 years. 
His statement angered some officials 
in Washington who feel that still another 
price increase would mean another 
round of inflation and 
deepen the 
problems of the developing nations. 
The Shah’s response was to point to 
inflation in the cost of raw materials, 
notably agricultural products, of 34 per 
cent. Greater by far, he insisted, than 
the rise in the cost of oil over the past 
two years. 
Whatever the merits in the tit-for-tat 
argument about inflationary price rises, 
and Secretary of the Treasury William 
Simon sharply challenges the Shah’s 
figures, the Ford Administration has yet 


to face up to the demand of the 
developing nations for price indexing. 
This means fixing levels, a floor and a 
ceiling, on exported raw materials. 
It reflects the deep resentment in the 
third world of the rapid fluctuations in 
the prices of the essentials they must 
buy, notably grain, soy beans and other 
agricultural products from the United 
States. 
When the commonwealth countries 
met in Jamaica recently, price indexing 
was given strong support. The indexing 
would apply, of course, to products such 
as rubber and coffee which the third 
world sends into world markets with 
prices often deeply depressed. 
It is hardly a secret here that the 
United States is falling ever deeper into 
the oil trap. As of the end of March, UJ5. 
oil consumption was close to 17 million 
barrels a day, nearly a million barrels 
more than a year earlier. 
In February, 1974, the U.S. was 
getting only 8.6 per cent of imported oil 
from the Middle East while a year later 
this had risen to 25.5 per cent, with about 
14 per cent coming from Iran. 
The Shah’s position has been greatly 
strengthened politically during the past 
year. Having settled a long quarrel with 
neighboring Iran, he is now better able 
to assume the role of leader and 
protector of the Persian Gulf states. 
These states are themselves large oil 
producers. Saudi Arabia ranks first in 
production and reserves, Iran second. 
The assassination of Saudi Arabia’s 
Ku^ Faisal meant the end of a rival for 
power in the Gulf. The present rulers in 
Riyadh apparently do not share the late 
king’s 
resentment 
of 
the 
Shah’s 


ambitions and his concern for keeping 
the smaller states free of big power 
intervention. 
Iran’s vast oil revenues are going for 
two principal purposes. One is for 
modern industry, five nuclear power 
plants from the Uhited States being only 
part of the expansion designed to bring 
the country into the late 20th century. 
New 
water 
resources, 
including 
desalination, are to convert deserts into 
farms. 
This is to underwrite the ongoing 
programs 
for 
land 
reform, 
mass 
education and reform of the position of 
women. 
Per 
capita 
income 
is 
remarkably high for a developing nation 
just moving out of a primitive economy. 
The second purpose is to create a 
military force with equipment as 
modern as any in the world. With 
extensive help from the United States 
not only in the machines of modem 
warfare, but in training, that goal is 
being rapidly achieved. 
The American presence is one reason 
for the terrorism that from time to time 
breaks through the tight screen of 
security. The latest instance was the 
assassination of two American Air 
Force colonels. It had been carefully 
planned and executed. Security police 
are currently conducting an intensive 
search for the assassins. 
What is happening here — a kind of 
Arabian 
nights 
transformation 
— 
beggars 
the 
im agination. 
The 
consequences will be felt far beyond the 
confines of the Middle East. The Shah 
sees Iran as a world power and, given 
his driving ambition and the treasure erf 
oil within his kingdom, this is not an 
impossible goal.

On the side the United States carries 
on a busy little business of selling 
armaments around the world 
This 
shows good commercial common sense ; 
it lowers inventories of out-of-date US 
weapons, it brings in money to the 
Treasury, and it gratifies the pride of 
allies, small nations and client states 
who want to throw their chests out like 
big powers Last year alone the United 
States sold $8.6 billion of arms to 136 
nations. 
As a commercial enterprise the 
United States can take modest pride in 
the way it has all but cornered this 
lucrative market: bombs dropped on 
almost any small native tribe or 
insurgent faction are apt to have “Made 
in USA” on them: sometimes in special 
cases we have armed both sides, 
Honduras and Nicaragua for example, 
in 1957; El Salvador versus Honduras in 
1969; Pakistan and India; Greece and 
Turkey If you look through the books 
there are 12 recent wars where the US 
armed one or both sides and we are 
broadminded about it, too, sometimes 
we armed two dictatorships who fought 
each other; sometimes a couple of 
democracies; sometimes a democracy 
versus a dictatorship We aren’t narrow­ 
minded, if their money is good. 
We are building up Iran now in the 
Persian Gulf, they are rolling in oil 
money 
In short, according to Sen. 
Proxmire (who for some odd reason 
disapproves of our trade and calls it 
“extraordinarily 
dangerous” ) 
the 
United States exports more than half the 
arms exported in the world, some 54 per 
cent. This is twice the export of Russia, 
nine times France, 15 times Britain. 
Gratifying, isn’t it? 
Dealing 
with 
nuclear arms and 
trafficing in all these conventional 
weapons is apt to distort anybody’s 
thinking 
as 
illustrated 
after 
the 
Mayaguez affair. Here, for example, is 
Dr. Kissinger telling a press conference 
that he guesses Mayaguez will teach the 
rest of the world that nobody can push 
the United States around. Yes, by Jingo 
we can lick Cambodia. 
Another manifestation came recently 
in the interview of Defense secretary 
James Schlesinger with US News and 
World Report, centering around South 
Korea and what would happen if North 
Korea attacked. We have a protective 
fondness for our client state, South 
Korea, which reminds us of our lost 
hopeful South Vietnam, and it has a 
dictator at its head too, President Park 
Hee Chung. (North Korea also has a 
dictator, Kim II Sung). There will be no 
funny business about “advisers” this 
time in Korea; we have 40,000 US troops 
there perched right on the dividing 
parallel, “the hottest spot, so to speak.” 
says Sen. Stennis anxiously, "now in the 
Pacific area ” 
You 
can 
imagine 
how 
eager 
Americans will be for another little war 
out there 
in Asia 
and Secretary 
Schlesinger talks tough. This time there 
will be no shilly-shallying about, he 
says, with protective reaction and 
strategic hamlets and all that guff; 
American military will strike right at 
the heart of the enemies power. This is 
not 
an off-the-cuff interview, it is 
printed and revised and doubtless 
cleared with the president: “It is 
necessary to go for the heart of the 
opponent’s power,” Schlesinger says, 
“destroy his military forces rather than 
simply being involved endlessly in 
ancillary military operations. ’ 
That presumably means smashing 
centers of population and cities. But 
would he use — nuclear weapons? They 
don’t frighten Schlesinger. In a just 
published report submitted to Congress 
regarding possible attack on US troops 
in Europe he explicitly says that he is 
ready to use them. Of course, efforts 
should be made to make the enemy 
understand it is defensive, to reduce the 
risk of all-out nuclear war. 
"However,” he says, “the attack 
should be delivered with sufficient shock 
and decisiveness to forcibly change the 
perceptions of Warsaw Pact leaders and 
create 
a 
situation 
conducive 
to 
negotiations.” 
We like that ornate bureaucratic 
style, 
“shock and decisiveness 
is 
particularly 
good. 
Using 
nuclear 
weapons, or striking right at the heart of 
the opponent’s power, ought to produce 
shock all right. Moscow’s Pravda asks 
what kind of talk this is in detente, but 
so what? — the Ford Administration is 
talking tough. 
How many Hiroshima bombs is it we 
have in our stockpile?
